e'T. is both certain, and Evident: to all” men, that tht Publike Peace. and* 
: Happines of any State or Kingdome; can not be preſerved, where the 
 Lawes, Liberties, and Cuſtoms eſtabliſhed, by the Lawfull authority in: 
it, are openly. Tranſgreſſed and Annulled :. More eſpecially where the 
alreration of, Religion is endeavaured, and that a Religion which is contrary to- 
Law is endeavoured to. be RIO: Upon. which thoſe who are m_ Ira. 
nicdiatly, 
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' mediatly Concerned in it, are Indiſpertiably bound, to cndeavour to Preferve 
and maintain the eftabliſhed Lawcs, Liberties and Cuitomes: and above all 
the Religion and Worthip of God, that 1s Eitabliſhed among them : And r6 
take tuch an effectual care, thar the Inhabiranrs of the ſaid State or King- 
dome, ny neither be deprived of their Kelig:on, nor of their Civill Rights.

Which is ſo much the more Neceflary becauſe the Greatnes and Securiry both 
ef Kings, Royall families, and of all ſuch as :re in Authority, as well as the 
Happines of their Subjects and People, depend, in a moſt eſpeciall manner, 
upon the exact oabſcryation, and maintenance of rheſe their Lawecs, Liberties, 
and Cuſtomes. | 
Upon theſe grounds. it is, that we cannot any longer forbear, ro Declare 

thar tro our great regret, we ſee that thoie Councellours, who have now the 
chieffe credit with the King, have overturned the Rel#gion, Lawes, and Li- 
berties of thoſe Realines : and ſubjected them mh all rhings relating to their 
Conſciences, Liberties, and Propertics, ro Arbitrary Government : and: that 
not only by ſecret and Indirect waics, but in an open and undiſguited man- 
ner. 
' Thoſe Evil Conncellours for the advancing and colouring this, with ſome 
phuſible prerexts, did Invent and er on foor, the Kings. Diſpencing power, by 
verrue of which, they -pretend thar according ro Law, he can $yſpend and 
Dyſpence with the Execution of the Lawes, that have becn enacted by the 
Aarthoriry, of the King and-Parliamenr, for the ſecuriry and bappines of the 
Subject, and fo have rendered thofe Laws of no effect : Tho there is nothing 
more certain, then that as no Lawes can be made, but by the joint concur- 
rence of ' King and Parliament, ſo likewiſe lawes ſo enacted, which ſecure 
the Publike perce, and fafery of the.Narion, and the lives and liberties oF. 
every ſubject in ir, can. nor be repcaled or: ſuſpended but by the ſame an- 
thority. | | 

* For tho the King may pardon the. puniſhment, that a Tranſgreſſour has 
incurred, and ro which he is condemned, as in rhe caſes of. Treaſon or Fe- 
tony ; yet it'can not be with any colour of reaſon, Inferred from thence, 
thar the. King can. entirely ſuſpend rhe exccution of thoſe Lawes, relating ts 
Treaſon or Felony ;. Unleſs it 1s pretended, that he. is clothed with a Deſpo- 
rick and Arbitrary power, and thar the Lives, Libertics, Honours and Eſtates 
of the Subjects, depend wholly on his:good will and Pleature, and are en- 
tirely ſubject ro him ; which mutt infallibly follow , cn” the Kings ha- 
ving a power to: ſuſpend the exccution of the Lawes, .and ro Gilpence. wirh : 
them. | 
Thofe Evill Counccllours, in order to the. giving ſome credit to this 
ſtrange and execrable Maxime, have fo conducted the marrer, that they have * 
ebrained a Sentence from rhe Judges, declaring thar this Diſpencing power, is - 
a Right belonging to the Crown; as if. it were in the power of the rwelve 
Judges, to offer up the. Lawes, Rights, and Libertics, of the whole Nation, - 
'ro the King, to be difpoſed of by him Arb:rrarily and art his Pleaſure,. amd -: 
expreisly contrary to Lawes enacted, for rhe ſecurity of the Subjects. In.

Ir is alſo Manifeſt and Notorious, that as his Majeſtie was, upon his 
crming to the. Crown, received and acknowledged by all the ſubjects of 
Ergland, Scotland,- and Ireland, as their King without the leaft oppoſition, 
to he made then open profeflion, of rhe PopifÞ Religion ; ſo he did then 
Promiſe, and Solemnly Swear, at his Coronation, thar he would maintain his 
iubjects, in the free enjoyryent of their Lawes, and Liberties, and in far- 
ticular, rh-r he-would maintain the Church of England as it was eftabliſhed Ly 


*Law : Ir is-likewiſe certain, that there have becn ar diverſe and ſundry 


times, ſeversl Lawcs enaQted for the preſervation of thoſe Rights, and Li- 
Fertics, znd of the Proteſtant Religion : and among other Securities, _ it has 
F een enacted thar all Perſons whartfocver, that are advanced to any Eccle- 
ſaftical Dignity, or to bear Office in either Univerfity, as likewiſe all other, 
that ſhou!d be pur in any Imployment, Civill or Military, ſhould declare 
thar they were nor Papiſts, bur were of the Proteſtant Religion, and that, by 
their taking of the Oarhs of Alegance, and Sypreamacy and the Te#, yer-thele 
I vill Councellours have in effect annulled and aboliſhed all thoſe Lawes, 
beth with relation ro Ecclefiaſticall and Civill Employments. | 
In order to Ecc!cſiaſticall Dignities and Offices. they have nor only with- 


«out any colour of Law, bur againſt moſt expreſſe Lawes ro the contrary, 


ſer up a Commiſſion, of a certain Number of perſons, ro whom they have. 
cemmirtcd rhe cognifance and direction of all Ecclefiaſticall matters: .in rie 
which Commiſſion there has been and till is, one of His Majeſties Mini- 
-ſters cf State, who makes now publike profeflion of the Popiſh Religion, and 
- who ar the rime of his firſt profeſling it, declared that for a great while be- 
fore, he had bclieved that to be the only true Religion. By all this, the de- 
plorable State ro-which the Proteſtant Religion. is reduced is Apparent, fince 
the Afﬀairs of the Church of England, are now pur into the hands of Per- 
ſons, who have accepted of a Commiſſion that is manifeſtly Illegal ; and 


who kave exccuted it contrary to all Law; and that now one of their 


-chieffe Members has abjured the Proteſtant Religion and declared him- 
Telf a Papitt3 by which he is become Incapable of holding any Pub- 
Jike Imployment: The ſaid Commiſſioners have hitherto given ſuch 
-proof, of their ſubmiflion to the directions given them, thar there is no rea- 
ton to doubr, bur they will {till continue ro promote all ſuch deſigns as will 
be moſt 2ggreable ro them. And thoſe Evill Councellours take care, ro raiſe 
none to any Ecclefiaſticall dignities, bur perſons that have no zeal for the Prc- 
reſtant Religion, and. thar now hide their unconcernedneſs for it, under rhe 
Lyecious prerence of Moderation. 'The ſaid Commiſſioners have ſuſpended 
3he Biſhop of London, only becauſe he refuſed to obey an order, that was 
ſent 
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nt hini toſuſpend a Worthy Divine, without © much as citing him before: 
him, -co make bis own Defence, or obſerving the common formes of Procefle. 
They have turned our a Prefident,. choſen by the fellpws ct Magdalen Cal- 
tedge, and afterwards all the Fellows of that Colledge, without to much 7s - 
citing them before any Court. that. could. rake Iegall cogniffance of that :F-- 
fair ; or obtaining any Sentence againtt them by a Comptcnt Judge. And 
the only reaton, thar was given, for turning them our, was their rcfufirg; - 
wo chooſe for their Preſident 3 a Perion. that was recommended to them, by 
the Inſtigation of thoſe Evill Councellours. "Tho the right of a frec Elztion - 
belonged undoubredly ro them. Bur they were turned out of their free- 
holds, contrary to Law; and to that exprefic proviſion in the Mana Charta ; © 
that no man ſhall l:ſe life or Goads,.. but by the Law « the land. " And now- 
theſe Evill Councellours have pur the ſaid Colledge wholly into rhe kands - 
of Pepiſts, tho as is aboveſaid, thcy are Incapable, of all fouch Employ ments, 
both by the Law of rhe- Land;”and rhe ſtarurcs of the Colledge. Theie. 
Commilſianers-.have alla cited. before them all rhe. Chircellours ind Arch- 
deaccas ef England, requiring rhem to certifie to them the names, of alli ſuch: : 
Clergymen, as have rcad the Kings declaration for Livc7:y of E5r:/cieace, and 
| of ſuch as-have nor read it: withour confideriag that the reading of it, wes - 
nor enjoined the Clergy, by the Biſhops, vho are their Crdinaries. Che U- 
tegaliry and Incompetency of the ſaid Court of the Eccle{jafticall Commitio- 
ners, was ſo notoriouſly known, and .it did fo Evidentiy appear, that it re;d- - 
ed to the Subverion of the Proteſtant Religion, that rice 1/t Roverctd Pas -- 
ther in God, F/itian Archbiſhop of Canerimy, Prinatc ard Nictropolitan:. 
of all England, ſeeing that it was raiſed for no other end, bat to oppreie .- 
ſuch perſons as were of Eminent Vertue, Learniag, and Pizty, refulcd to tir: 
or to concurre In It... | k 
And tho. there arc many cxpreſſe Lawes againſt all Churches or Chapells,. . 
for. the exerciſe. of the Popiſh Religion, and alto againit ali Monattertives and 
Convents, .and more. particularly zgainft the- order of .the Fefeit's, yer lick. 
Evilt-Councellours have Procured orders for the building ct feverall Ciur- + 
ches and:Chappels, for the Exerciſe of that Religion * "They have alio pro- 
cured diverſe Monafteries to. be Eredted,.and in contempt ct the Lav ther. 
have not only ſer up ſeverall Colledges.of Feſuares. in divexic places, fer the 
corrupting of the yourh, bur-have raiſed up one of. the O::der, ro be a Privy 
Eouncellour and a Minjfter of State. By all whicf they do evidently ſhery, | 
that they are'reſtrained by no-rules of Law wharſcerer : bur that they hve 
fabjc&ted the: Honours and Eftares of the ſubjects, and the. Efabliſtt Reli-- 
gion, 10-4 Deſpotick power and to Arbitrary Government :{ In all which.

They have alſo invaded the Priviledges, and ſeiſed on the Charters of 
moſt of theſe Towns that have a right ro be i Os by their Burgeſles 
in Parliament : and have procured ſfurrenders to be made of them, by which 
the Magittrates in them have delivered up all their Rights, and Privi- 
ledges, t1 be diſpoſed of, at the pleature of thoſe Evill Councellours : who 
have thereupon, ' placed new Magiſtrates in thoſe Towns, ſuch as they can 
moſt entirely confide ina : and in many of them, they have pur Popiſh Ma- 
:Siſtrates, notwithſtanding the Incapacities under which rhe Law has pur 
.them. Th | = 
- And whereas'no Nation wharſpever can ſubſiſt without the adminiftrari- 
-on of :good and imparrtiall Juſtice, upon which mens Lives, Liberties, He- 
.nours, and Eftarcs, doe depend 3 thoſe Evill Councellours have' ſubjected 
theſe ro an Arbitrary and Deſpotick power : In the moſt important affairs, 
they have ftudied to diſcover before hand, the Opinions of the Judges ; and 
'have turned our ſuch, as they found would not conform themſelves to their 
intentions : and have pur others in their places, of whom they were more 
aſſfired, without having any regard to their abilities. And rhey have nor 
ſtuck to raife even profeſſed Papifts, tro the Courts of Judicature, notwith- 


| ſtanding their Incapacity by Law, and thar no Regard is due to any Sen- 
. 'tences flowing from them. They have carried this fo far, as to deprive ſuch 


Judges, who in the common adminiſtration of Juſtice, ſhewed that they were 
governed by their Conſciences, and not by the direCtions, which the others 
gave them. By which it is apparent that they deſigne to render themfelyes 
the abſolute Maſters of the Lives, Honours and Eſtates of the ſubjects, of 
what rank or dignity foever they may be : and that without having any .re- 
gard either ro the equiry: of rhe cauſe, or to the.Conſciences of the Judges, 
whom they will have ro fubmit in all things, to: their own will, and plea- 
fure : hoping by ſuch wairs, ro Intimidate thoſe who are yer in Imploy- 
ment, as alſo ſuch others, as rhey ſhall rhink fir, ro pur in the Rooms of 


. thoſe whom they have turned our ; and to make them' ſee, what they muſt 


Took for, if they ſhould at any time act in the leaft contrary to their good 
liking : and that no failings of rhat kind, are pardoned, in any perſons what- 
ſoever. A great deal of blood has been ſhed in many places of the King- 
dom, by Judges governed by thoſe Evill Councellours, againſt all the.rules 
and forms of Law ; withour ſo nwch as fuffering the perſons that were ac- 
cuſed, to Plead in rheir own Defence. |

The Declaration begins with telling us, That the Priþlick Peace cannce be

are indiſpenſably bound to preſerve them. This may be as rrue as It will for any 
concern which England or his Highneſs has iu it. England, whatever be, isgor 
the Country in which rheſe things are done.
